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ONE FACT IS SETTLED. 

The Maine's Boilers Did Not 
Cause the Wreck. 

ONLY TWO WEEE liMD UP. 
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WttdliDfton, Feb. 24— The arrlrai of 
A mail In Washington from K«y W«st 
bringliif MT«ral private letters from 
naval ofllcen lately attached to the 

MainP cau-^iHl a wavp of e:£clttment to 
run over tbe departnu nts and capltol, 
for there were all sorts ot rumora aa to 
the contents of these letters, very few 
of which rumors In point of fact had 
any sound baats. 

The only feature, so far as could be 
discovered, of real importance as 
throwing any light on the cause of the 
explosion contained in the letters was 
the statement that the two after boil- 
ers in the after boiler space were all of 
the eight boilers of the Maine that 
were under steam at the time of the 
explosion. 

This fact had a nrpative vnliir. for it 
disposed at once of the theory that aa 
exploding boiler had caused the wreck. 
The experts all say that by no possi- 
bility could the after boilers' explosion 
have wrecked the forepart of tlu- Maine 
and laft the afterpart almost uuhurmed. 

■ATEH BY V PLTURES 

Were Ttwee OmA Bodtoa aT tk« MataM'a 
CatertoaMt* Crew. 

Havana, Feb. 24. — A large quantity 
of clothing has been taken from ttio 
Maine wreck, and after it has been dis- 
infeotad it will be given to the recon- 
centrados. 

The bodies of the missing officers, 
Lieutenant .ienkins and Assistant Kn- 
gineer Merritt, have not been recover- 
ed. Tha dlTtni reached the former's 
room, but it waa fMnd that his .body 
was not there. 

Thus far the aharlca kave given no 
trouble, but tha volturea have left 
scarcely aaythlnv bat tha akrtetons of 
three men who ware Ciitangled in the 
debris very near the surface of the 
water. 

The bodies were not noticed by any 
one until the foul birds had completed 
their ghastly work. From the hand of 
one Chaplain Chidwipk removed a 
deeply chased gold ring for purposes of 
IdentificatioB. 

Chaplain Chldwick received a com- 
munication from Mra J. P. Kean of 603 
Blue Island avenue, Chicago, asking 
iitws of Edward F Kean, her son. It 
seems certain that be is among the vic- 
tims. 

The chaplain says the total number 
of missing Is S5 or 86, and Ave have 
died in the hospital. Of tlie missing 
many doubtless were blown to atoms, 
no portions of their bodies being recov* 
f ruble. 

SPONTANEOIS CO.MBi:.STION

Washington, Feb. 24.— Offlecra here

Informed on the exact quantity and 
quality of the coal supply at the time 
of the explosion. 

It is said that these p< ?ket bunkers 
are rarely emptied, being designed as 
much tor the proteotion of the ship 
sgainst gunshots aa for capacity to 
hold coal. One expert said that these 
bunkers, in his own experieme, have 
not been emptied in months. 

AU of this has to do with the spon- 
taneous combustion theory, as the 
bunkers abut on the magazines and 
niight have set off the safe brown pow- 
der, If the latter were exposed to a de- 
cree of haat above eoo degrees for

IHvcn la Daagev. 

Havana, Feb. 21 - As the further In- 
quiry into the causes that led to th'-' 
Maine disaster proceeds the more re- 
mote appear to be the chances that 
any evidenee will be discovered to 
show that the dipaster was due to ac- 
cident. The divers who penetrated 
'nto the forward part of the wn i k 
found that the whole forward end oi 
the ship from a point Just aft the for- 
ward turret had been twisted. That 
part of the vessel was a wilderness of 
<i<^u and curled and twisted plates. 
Th9 sharp, Jagged edges of some of 
the plates added danger to the dilBcul- 
tles of the divers, getting life lines 
Into a tangle and fraying the cords, 
'n one Instance they almost cut 
tbrougix a rubber tube which supplied 
■ diver with air. 

Hald at Ilauipton Rottdi. 

Washington, Feb. 24.— The big dou- 



ble-turreted monitor Terror remains 
under orders to stay in Hampton roads 
until further notice. It is likely that 
she will be sent to take the place of 
the Maine in the Nort Atlantic squad- 
ron, if not needed elsewhere Immedi- 
ately. The officials, however, are loath 
to encumber the battleships and speed- 
ier craft with the Terror, aa sha might 
retard the execution ot maneuvan. 

Cate Is KaTPtealMMaMe. 
Madrid, Feb. M.—As the question ot 

the purchase of Cuba Is again being 
pushed In Washington, it may be of 
use to state, on the highest authority, 
that Spain wiU never, no matter what 
goTammeat is in povar, donaldar my 
such suggestion or any compromise in 
Cuba beyond the broad measure of 
iLitoBomy drafted by the LIheral gov- 
trnment. People who suggest any- 
thing alaa are only wasting time. 

Mora Wltaasae. Examined. 

Havana, Dec. 24.— The United States 
court of Inquiry into the loss ot the 
Maine examin^ several witnessea, and 
then another visit was made to the 

wreck by Captain Sampson, president 
of the court. The Captain says be has 
no Idea of the length of time the court 
will remain in session here. It all da- 
pends upon the testimony, and new fsa- 
lurcs requiring further inTCBtlgatlOB 
may develop at any time. 



All OTer la Five Minatee. 

Wasliington. Fel). 24. — A private let- 
ter received here from Havana, in 
speaking of the Maine disaster, says It 
waa all over in Ave minutes. The wri- 
ter was ashore and heard the noise. He 
hastily took a boat aud Ktart<^d for the 
Maine, arriving there In about 25 min- 
utes. Then all was quiet and smooth, 
and, in fact, he bald, in Hve minutes 
attar the blast the Maine was In about 
her present condition. 

The Good Rlcht Arm. 

Havana. Feb. 24.— The Right Arm cf 
the Mcrrilt & Chapman Derrick and 
Wrecking company is moored about 
200 yards from the poop of the Maine. 
Captain McGee, the commander of the 
Right Arm. has reported to Captain 
Slgsbee, as ordered by the navy depart- 
ment, and will act under Captain Slgs- 
bee's orders, which are not yet formu- 
lated, or at least are not made known. 

The Montauwrry Arrive*. 

Tampa. Fla., Feb. 24.— The cruiser 
Montgomery arrived here from San Do- 
mingo direct, with Chief Crownlnshield 
of the board of navigation on board, 
who at once left for Washington. Chief 
Crownlnshield refused to say anything 
about his trip or his haste. Captain 
Converse said he had orders to CO to 
Key West at c^ce. and took on k sup- 
ply of coal and water.

Made Dire Threats. 



FEBSONAL VIOLENCE USED. 



XarMa aad Deaatiea Are 

Vattlar ITp a Mnet Remarkably 
Strong Uefenaa of Tbalr 



WUkaabarre, Pa., Feb. 24.— A num- 
ber ot wlt n esae a were examined In tha 

Martin trial, moet of them testifying 
to belligerent acts on the part of the 
strikers. 

Many ot them swore that they had 
been threatened and subjected to per- 
sonal violente by the strikers. The 
most important witness waa John 
Beach, forcaan ot Harwood colliery. 
He said: 

"On Monday, Sept. 6 a crowd of 

Harwood men armed with clubs and 
stones came to the breaker and went 
through it. looking for men who were 
hiding from them. They found none 
and tha leaders, Joe Bobotski and 
John Kubltski. told me that if any of 
them came to work ihey would be 
killed. 

"Between Sept 6 and 10 we tried 
several times to get the breakers 

started, but each time the men who 
wanted to work were driven back by 
the strikers and thraatanad with 
death." 

W. H. Snyder, master mechanic and 
assistant superintendent of the Silver- 
brook Coal company. .=;ald th.it a few 
days before the L:Utlmer shooting the 
McAdoo strikers marched there and 
told them to stop hoisting. 

They did so and the strikers pulled 
out the fires, chased out the firemen, 
and said if there was any more work 
everybody would be killed and the 
breaker torn down. 

They then sniashed everything In 
the blacksmith shop. A few days be- 
fore, while driving, a striker shot at 
him. Snyder returned the fire. 
Neither was hit and the striker ran 
away. 

Aa Iiaportaat Peclaloa. 

Sandnsky. O,, Feb. 24. — A test suit 
for the ro( overy of a soldier's bounty, 
and upon the decision of which rested 
claims aggregating over $10,000 In one 
township ot this county alone, has 
been decided adversely to the plaintiff 
by Judge Hull of the common |))ca.^ 
court Robert Slcklnger of Milton 
township sued that township tor $100 
bounty imder a law passed In 1864.

In 18W she eanght fire at the Brooklyn 

navy yard and came very near being con- 
sumed. In February, 18JHJ, Admiral 
Bunco, who was in command of the North 
Atlandc sqoadron, reported "that her 
pitching and rolling is excessive and is 
nttribated to faulty design and displacing 
of too much weight at her extremities." 
He also reported that the batteries were 
useless. 

The next we bear of her is in Auguat, 
1806, when she strikes a eoral reel in the 

Bahamas, injuring several of her plates. 
The next Febmary, while cruising off the 
North Atlantic ooast, riie shipped a sea 
which carried one of her seamen against 
turret and killed him. On the same 
voyage another seaman and a marine 
were carried overboard and drowned. A 
week or so later, while engaged in heavy- 
gun practice, there was an explosion, and 
several of her men were serioasly in- 
ured. 

On the 2;ith of last July, while coming 
down the i:^t river in New York, she 
met a well-loaded excursion steamer, 
which failed to answer her signals, and 
would have been cut down but for the 
presenoe of mtnd of Oaptain Sigsbee, who, 
without a moment's hesitation, rati Iter 
into a dock and thus saved hundreds of 
lives. A bill making appropriation to 
pay the damage is now pending in Oon- 
gress.
